REMARKS 



In the Non- Final Office Action mailed June 20, 2006, the Examiner considered claims 1-30. 
Claims 1-30 stand rejected. For the reasons set forth below, Applicant respectfully requests the 
Examiner reconsider the rejections and allow all the pending claims. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 112 

Claims 1-30 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The Office Action states claims 1, 3, 4, 7, 8, 11, 12, 13, 15, 16, 19, 20, 21, 26 and 30 recite 
the limitation of encrypting/decrypting data. "However, it is unclear to the examiner what the "data" 
being encrypted is." 

The specification makes clear the claims. "[T]he unencrypted data may include files, e-mail, 
bookmarks, calendar information or other type of data." Specification, page 8, lines 24-25. The 
"encrypted data" and the "decrypted data" refers to data that is being exchanged in a computer 
network. Specification, page 2, lines 7-9.
